DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1 ) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 
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The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains over 150 words. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

In regard to claims 1- 19, no structure has been claimed to define the pants as being fire 
protective pants other than that they are formed of a fabric that would inhibit fire to a 
degree as broadly claimed. In regard to claim 1 it is not clear as to whether the front 
and rear panels of the outer shell are the entire trouser legs or are some other part. 
The claim appears to be incomplete it in that it is not clear as to whether the panel 
extends to an inseam since no inseam has been claimed in claim 1 . It is also not clear 
as to whether the comparison of the panel sizes is done when the garment is 
constructed or when the components are just pattern pieces laid out flat. It is also not 
clear as to whether the comparison is made when the rear panels are flattened out. 
The claim is unclear in that it is stated that the outseam is on the rear of the garment yet 
it is at the edge of the front panel. The claim should clearly claim the structure, which 
includes the inseam locations since it is not clear as to where the other border is (Such 
as the inseam). In regard to claim 2 it is not clear as to whether the lower edge is the 
hem edge. In regard to claim 3 it is not clear as to which plane or direction the lower 
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edge is concave in. Is it in the flat plane or across sectional plane to form a tubular 
lower edge. In regard to claim 4 the location of the pleats is unclear. In regard to 
claims 5 and 7-9 it is not clear as to how the pleats are in register. 
However, the claims, as best understood, have been examined on their merits. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Benrube (D 
223,077). 

Benrube discloses a pair of fire protective pants as broadly claimed in that the pants 
protect from fire to the degree as broadly claimed wherein the preamble has been 
considered as intended use since no structure has been claimed to distinguish them 
over the prior art. Benrube discloses the right and left front portions and the right and 
left rear portions structured and connected as claimed as seen in figures 1 and 2 where 
figure 1 is the front view and figure 2 is the rear view. 

Claims 2-19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
